or later, Dr. Schechter believes, it will be safely steered into port. The 
uneonquerable and ineradicable Jiidlische Geist is asserting itself, even 


among the young in latter-day America. And Dr. Schechter believes that 
out of all the present conflicts there will emerge a strong and stable 
Judaism of a Conservative type... Traditional Judaism will conquer in the 
long last. !t may be shorn of the exerescences of the Russian Pale. But 
neither will it be debilitated by the extravagances of modern Radicalism. 
It will be the Judaism of past generations, adapted to the methods and 
ideas of to-day. We hope intensely that this foreeast is true. We believe 
profoundly in the adaptability of our ancient faith, with its broad, simple 
and eternal truths, to the needs of all ages. That adaptability will be 
made manifest, not by tearing the creed from its roots, but by a wise, 
tender, and reverent culture in the light of modern necessity. If tifty years 
hence should see the vindication of Dr. Schechter’s’ prophesy, a new 
triumph will await the undying Jewish cree ‘d. 


It is pleasing to see the successful manner in which the 
Rey.

This is not the first time that the Chief 
Rabbi has delegated these duties to another hand; and it is satisfactory 
to know that he has such excellent assistants and that the community is 
not without men upon whom it can rely for the adequate accomplishment 
of important ecclesiastical work, The Chief Rabbi's wisdom in sparing 
himself. by. entrusting .a..portion of his. yearly. round of duties to a 
competent substitute will be applauded throughout the community.

With much pleasure the community will read of the con- 
tinued good work that is being done at the Hayes 
Industrial School, and will congratulate all concerned 
in that work. As Mr. Davidson said at the distribution 
Sunday, the school is an institution for the prevention of

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‘described as the * much decried present” has a soul of. its own 
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crime, It is taking a great many boys off the streets “who would other- 
wise get into scrapes”; and Mr. Davidson is probably justified in 
claiming that one of the prime factors in the decrease in the number of 
convietions of Jewish boys in the Metropolis is the Hayes School, * which 
has taken in hand a good many might-have-been criminals and trained 
them up to an honest livelihood.” We may regret, with the Chief Rabbi, 
that such a school should be necessary. But the wise and the manly thing 
to do was to face the faets and deal with them to the best of our power, 
and this attitude, with the suecess which is attending it, should be an 
incentive us .to treat other ugly situations in the same 
sensible spirit--the «question of the White Slave’ Traffic, for 
instance. At the same time we must all recognise that the preventive 
action embodied in the Hayes School needs to be taken a degree further 
back—-to commence before the child has taken that first step in evil which 
leads him to the Industrial School. For this reason we heartily welcome 
the attention which is being given to the question of street trading by 
young persons. There is no question but that the streets of London are, 
in the ease of these boys and girls, nothing but forcing-beds for crime. 
The majority of the Departmental Committee, whose report on the subject 
has just been issued, propose to prohibit all street-trading by boys up to 
age of seventeen. We hope that some such proposal will, with proper 
safeguards, be carried through Parliament with the least possible delay. 
In saying this, we are well aware that the street-trading children are, in 
some cases, u help to their parents. While, however, we are not sure that 
any family has the right to live by the morally-dangerous occupations of 


ehildren of tender age, we trust that everything will be done either to 


help those parents who need their children’s assistance to dispense with 


it, er to find such children equally lucrative but less objectionable forms 
of employment. We are glad to see that it is proposed to develop the duty 
of the Edueation Authority to advise and assist children to find suitable 
occupation. Along these lines far-reaching good may be done; and we 
devoutly trast that no time will be lost in drawing up an extensive and 
practical scheme ol operations. ’ Any money spent in such a way would be 
a highly economical outley—for it would mean the substitution of useful’ 
citizens for the wastrels and ne’er-do-wells who burden the State.

We notice 
that the subseriptions for these constituent societies are more than 
maintained. ‘This is satisfactory so faras it goes, but an annual donation 
from a eonstituert body is of only secondary importanee as Compared with 
the earnest enthusiasm with which sueh societies should throb: and 
we hope that the inspiring sermon of Dr. Salomon will be taken wellto heart 
in this connection. As Dr. Pereira Mendes said in his admirable speech, 
“scholarship is the mark of the aristocracy of the Jewish race ; it is 
the salvation of Judaism.” Remarkable contirmation, by the way, of the 
optimistic views of Dr. Schechter, expressed in the course of his interview 
which we published last week. is contained in the address of Mr. Cyrus 
Sulzberger. Mr. Sulzberger spoke of the eagerness —and even * rapacity : 
—of the Jewish immigrants in the United States for higher education. He 
told the Conference that the influx of so great a body of Jews had served 
to create a Jewish renaissance in America; and that they were now forming 
a saving remnant large enough in number and powerful enough in thought 
to prove a valuable constructive force in the regeneration of Jewish senti- 
ment in America. This statement is of vast interest, not merely as a 
tribute to the value of the Jewish immigrant, but as a testimony to the 
indestructibility of Judaism. Movements may come and go; the race may 
be shifted in great masses from one Continent to another; generation may 
succeed generation, and misfortune, misfortune. But through it all the 
Jewish soul goes marching on. If the Conference of the Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies had done nothing but remind us of this abiding truth in 
these days of occasional despondeney, it would not have met in vain.

Dr. EDOUARD BAMBERGER. 


[From our Correspondent. | 
PARIS. 
Dr. Edouard Bamberger, who has just died at the age of eight, 
played at one time, and especially at the fall of the Empire, an import 
political role. With him disappears the last survivor of the French depu: 
for the Moselle. Born at Strassburg in 1825 he studied medicine there and 
practised as a doctor at Metz. When the Franco-German war broke oiit, 
Dr. Bamberger devoted the greater part of his time to the sick and wounded 
The Department of the Moselle elected him as one of its representatives [o 
the National Assembly which was meeting at Bordeaux. -At the sitting on 
the Ist May, 1871, when the preliminaries of the peace that was to tear 
Alsace and Lorraine from France were being discussed, Dr. Bamberger mae 
a violent protest and caused a famous incident, the consequence of which 
was immediate. He declared that one man alone should sign such a treaty: 

that man was Napoleon III., whose name would for ever be pilloried 
history. Loud cheers burst forth from all the benches, and almost unini 
mously (for only six votes were recorded in opposition) the National 
Assembly confirmed the fall of. Napoleon and his dynasty, which had already 
been decreed by universal suffrage, and declared him responsible for the 
ruin, the invasion, and the dismemberment of France. 

Dr. Bamberger, who, with the other representatives of Alsace-Lorure, 
quitted the Assembly when the preliminaries of peace were agreed to, re 
sumed his seat when after the 18th March, M. Thiers summoned al! tic 
deputies to Versailles. At the beginning of 1871 he submitted a motion 
which led to the accusation and condemnation of Marshal Bazaine. Elected 
deputy for Paris in 1876 he was re-elected in 1877, but was defeated in 1>*! 
by a protege of Gambetta. The great Tribune disliked this noble Alsatiin 
for his excessive frankness, though admiring his character and. kind USS 
of heart. Dr. Bamberger retired for a time into private life. Subsequen Uy 
he accepted the post of librarian at the Museum of National History, ind 
discharged with the utmost zeal the duties attaching to it until «te 
recently. An intimate friend of Thiers, Dr. Bamberger was one of the great 
Republican figures of the preceding generation, and his name will ever be 
associated with those of thé men who made the Republic, in the midst of |1¢ 
most serious initial difficulties, the legal Government of France.

The Limits of Reform. 


BY THE REY. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


Preaching at the Berkeley Street Synagogue last Saturday week, and 
basing his sermon on the resignation of the Rev. Dr. Magnes and on the 
sermon which led to it, the Rev. Morris Joseph said that he could not agree 
with those who had hailed the resignation as a vindication by Dr. Magnes of 
religious freedom, The vindieation had, on the contrary, been made by his 
congregation, at whose request he had resigned, and with whom alone it 
rested to decide what its religious standpoint was to be. The function of a 
minister was to teach and to guide. If he went further, and set up his. per- 
sonal views as the standard to which his flock was bound to conform, then 
the old galling absolutism from which Reform had delivered them was 
revived, For the yoke of the Shulchan Aruch was substituted the domina- 
tion of the priest. 

Dr. Magnes’s self-abnegation, however, deserved the highest praise, and 
the general tone and aim of this sermon would assuredly elicit a responsive 
note from them. In aneartier utterance, continued the preacher, Dr. Magnes 
had commended the safe path which lies midway between Radicalism 
and Orthodoxy. That isthe path which this synagogue chose for itself at its 
inception seventy years ago. Our congregation was established to promote 
the cause of relizious progress, but of gradual religious progress, of the 
orderly development of Judaism on historic, on traditional lines: And it is 
just this conception of Reform for which this American Rabbi is pleading, 
and in defence of which he has sacrificed his pastorate. Like him, we of this 
congregation perceive that even Reform must have its limits if the religion 
it aims at conserving is not to evaporate altogether. 

This view obviously does not involve any sacrifice of our right to 
change the outward embodiment of our Judaism from time to time. It only 
hinds us to be careful that in our changes we do not touch essentials. To 
make the Service and, with it, the religion living by bringing it into contact 
with life iseven more than permissible; it is a duty. But that duty, as 
those who are responsible for the proposed alterations of our own Prayer 
Book have amply recognised, must. be discharged cautiously, and in a spirit 
of reverence for the past and of respect for the sentiments of Israel at large. 
Progress is great, but Judaism is greater still: and if, as the result of 
progress, the very life ot Judaism seems to be jeopardised, then it is time to 
eall a halt and to take our bearings. 

This is‘Dr. Magnes’s thesis. Trained at a seminary, which is avowedly 
the cradle of Jewish Radicalism, called to the ministry of a synagogue with 
a like religious outlook, he has had the best opportunity of judging from 
inside of the effects of advanced Reform; and, alarmed by what he has 
seen, he urges a return to the moderate position. It may be that his fears 
are exaggerated, and that a strong personal bias towards Conservatism has 
made him ineapable of an impartial judgment of the conditions which he 
has been studying. But it must be confessed that the probabilities are 
against this supposition. Kor Dr. Magnes does not stand alone in his con- 
demnation of Radicalism; his opinions are shared by a large number of his 
Jewish fellow-countrymen, and long before the crisis occurred which has 
taken shape in his resignation a backward wave had begun to sweep over 
American Judaism. In short, his action is only a symptom of a considerable 
movement in the [nited States, where it is felt that Judaism, to be strong 
and living, must draw its sustenance from tradition- must accept, as the 
foree that moulds it, not the ideas and predilections of individuals, howevér 
gifted, nor a weak desire for self-adaptation to Gentile environment, but the 
collective conscience of Israel which has been slowly fashioned by the 
gathered thought and life of our people through the ages. 

To speak of that conscience is, I admit, to use indefinite language. And 
yet wholly indefinite itis not, as will be seen when we take concrete 
examples. There are certain things which we instinctively feel to be 
repugnant to veneral Jewish sentiment. When the seventh day Sabbath, 
for-instance, is by implication abrogated by the substitution of Sunday tor 
Saturday as the one day in the week for congregational worship, that 
sentiment clearly is set at naught. It is also set at naught when public. 
worship is so denuded of its Jewish character as to make a Gentile visitor 
to a synagogue declare, as has happened in America, that he did not discover 
that he was in a Jewish house of prayer until a chance remark, of the 
preacher revealed the fact. The corporate Jewish conscience is flouted 
ance more when a mixed marriage receives the blessing of the synagogue, 
and when a Jewish minister, as was the case at last years Congress o! 
American Rabbis, ean allirm his right to solemnise such a union on the 
eround, forsooth, of his * responsibility to his congregation and to the con- 
sciousness of Judaism at large.” | 

lt may be said that Judaism can be trusted to take care of itself, and 
that whatever religion a congregation of Jews adopts as Jews is, by that 
very fact, Judaism. But this is an untenable theory. Kor. see to what 
lengths it may lead us. Some day a body of Jews, sincerely desirous of 
being loyal to Israel, may devise an absolutely colourless form of worship, 
from which all celebration of Jewish festivals, and all distinctively Jewish 
aspirations, have been eliminated. It may even discard the definitely 
Theistic element, and substitute for it a vague Pantheism or an agnostic 
ethical culture. Will its religion still be Judaism?) Will the congregation 
‘tself still be Jewish 2. And if it be objected that the collective conscience 
of which [ have been speaking, is itself fluctuating and changetul, | answer 
that some standard we must have by which to test our Judaism, and that this 


the only standard that seems possible in our times, ‘The 
Rible contains much of Judaism, but not the whole of .1t; 
the Shulchan Aruch is lone sinee discredited. There remains, then, 


the body of ideas and practices and sentiments which, slowly taking shape 
through the centuries, has gone to form the Jewish Conscience, sufliciently 
plastic to guarantee progress, sufliciently fixed to guarantee Judaism. It 1s 
hy reference to this arbiter that religious movements within the Jewish pale 
must be judged ; and by its verdict they must stand or fall in the sight of 
Israel.

The Chief Rabbinate of Jerusalem. 


From our Correspondents 


JERUSALEM. 

Rabbi Nahoum, Chief Rabbi of Turkey, has spent ten days in Jerusalem, 

the object of the visit being, as your readers have already been informed, 
the final selection of Chacham Bashi of this C ity. Rabbi Jacob Meir, the 
objection to whom began the dissension here three year $ ago, iS to be our Chief 
Rabbi. Rabbi Panigel, being sorely pressed for his signature of consent, 
refused to give his own name to anything, but was at length persuaded by 
his family, which has been reduced to great poverty through the situation ot 


the past two years, to empower his colleagues to sign in his name anything 
they thought fit, and they forthwith consented to all Rabbi Nahoum’s pro- 


posals. Rabbi Panigel has been made Rosh Beth-Din witha salary of seventy- 
five Napoleons a year, and his son has been nominated as his secretary on a 

salary of fifty francs per month. Rabbi Chaim Eliashar, son of the late 
venerable Chacham Bashi E liashar, who was his father’s delegate for many 
years and would have followed him in oflice in due course had it not 
been for circumstances that arose, has signed nothing, behaving throughout 
with great. dignity. 


The objection of the orthodox Jews of Jerusalem to Rabbi Meir was not 


' to the man himself, but to the fact that he would owe his position to * Alliunce

We must hope for the best, but for the present it would seem, whatever 
may be averred to the contrary, that traditional Judaism in Turkey is doomed. 


SALONICA. 

Our Chief Rabbi has not yet decided whether he will ace ept the appoint- 
ment of Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem. Dayan Isaac Ariel, member of the Beth 
Din of Const intinople, who accompanied the Chief Rabbi of Turkey on his 
journey to Palestine arrived here on July 6th. He informed our Chief Rabbi 
of the unanimous desire of the Jewish population in Palestine to see him as 
quickly as possible at their head. The Davan at the same time handed him 
an extremely flattering letter from Chief Rabbi Nahoum, urging him to aecept 
the post. According tv letters which have been received here from Jerusalem 
more than 7,000 persons approached the Chief Rabbi of Turkey by means of 
petitions asking that Chief Rabbi Meir should be appointed Chacham Bashi 
in Jerusalem. Peace bet ween the opposing parties was concluded at a banquet 
held under the Chairmanship of Chief Rabbi Nahoum; the guests embraced 
and kissed each other, and various toasts in honour of the two Chief Rabbis, 
and of peace in Jerusalem were pledged. 

There are two,opposing currents of opinion in Salonieca with reference 
tothe appointment of Chief Rabbi Meir. One party imbued with but 
Slightly Jewish ideas and sentiments express the view that our Chief Rabbi 
will opposé every initiativethat might be injurious to Jewish interests: they 
therefore ardently desire his departure from Salonica. The nationalist 
party on the contrary, represented by the Jewish newspaper El Avenir, says 
that the departure of R. Meir would bea c atastrophe for our eoumunity and it 
earnestly pleads with him to remain in our midst. 


THE RUSSIAN EXPULSIONS. 
A Great State Trial. 

A great State trial will shortly take place at Smolensk, where the entire 
tragedy of the struggle of the ltussian Jews for their right of residence in 
Various parts of the Empire will be illustrated. A few Russian otlicials and 
three hundred and seven Jewish bankers, merchants, writers, students and 
communal leaders will be tried for conspiring to enable certain Jews to live 
outside the Pale. There was atime when the authorities did not question 
the privilege of dentists to reside in all parts of the Empire and trade there. 
Two Russian municipal doctors, aided by a few clerks of a local government 
institution, therefore, found it profitable to sella number of dentists’ cert ifi- 
cates to Jews who wished to settle in Central Russia. The alleged dentists, 
of course, never even pretended to bave any knowledge of dentistry. They 
acted as bankers, merchants, journalists and students until the real truth of 
their certificates was disclosed. Six years ago legal proceedings were 

instituted against fifty Jewish dentists who obtained similar certificates at 
Odessa, but, owing to the birth of the Tsareviteh, they were amnestied before 
the case reached the Court. The Smolensk Jews hope to convert the pre- 
sent trial into a great demonstration avainst the Pale, and to prove to the 
authorities the corrupting influence of the restrietions both on officials and 
honest and respected citizens.

Medical circles in Germany are agog over a discovery by Professor Paul 
Ehrlich, of Frankfort. It will be remembered that two years ago Protessor 
Ehrlich was awarded the Nobel Prize for his work in the dom , uf 
bacteriology. At the time attention was called to the tact that Ebrlich was 
a Jew and for this reason had been unable to obtain any professorial jst in 
Berlin, hence his withdrawal to Frankfort. He has now discovered asjviiic 
for syphilis, which, after tuberculosis, is the greatest enemy of mank od. 
His preparation, w hich has been tested with success by a great number of 
physicians, destroys the germs without harming the organism. 
Ehrlich comes from an old Jewish family and is a brother-in-law o| oe ele. 
brated gynecologist, Professor Landau, of Berlin, who does valuable wor on 
behalf of Jewish phil: inthropic movements. .

The Recent Troubles at Adrianople. 
From our Correspondent. | | 
SALONICA, 
The authors of the recent troubles in Adrianople have been discovered 
They are two Armenians who were incited by anti-Semites. The report of 
the Chief of Police in Adrianople, which was sent to the Minister of the 
Interior, throws all the blame for the incidents on the Jews. Should this 


report, which is most monstrously biassed, be seriously treated in high 


quarters, immense moral damage would be done to Ottoman Judaism, since 
the high reputation for devotion and absolute attachment to the Government 
which we now justly enjoy would be entirely destroyed. It is, therefore, 
the duty of the Jewish community in Adrianople, and, in the event of its 
being unable to act alone, of all Jewish communities in the Empire, to use 
every effort for the purpose of destroying the effect of the report, and to 
bring bome the guilt to the real culprits, thereby inflicting the punishment 
he deserves on the Chief of Police. It is to be hoped, for the credit of 
Const itutional Turkey, that justice will not fail in doing its duty. 

The incidents in Adrianople have brought into prominence the hostile 
sentiments which part of the Mohammedan population bear towards the 
Jews. The Vatan,. a newspaper published at Adrianople, is exeiting public 


opinion against the Jews, and, referring to the pogroms in Russia, threatens _ 


them with similar treatment. On the other hand the Balkan, an anti-Jewish, 
Turkish paper issued in Philippopolis, accuses the Jews of being traitors 
and enemies of the Fatherland. It is easy to understand what effect these 
publications have on the minds of ignorant people. 


Attacks on Jews in Persia. 

As the result of representations made to the European legations in 
Teheran with reference to attacks on Jews in several towns, notably Hama- 
dan, the British Minister directed the Consular Agent in the last named place 
to hold'an enquiry. The director of the Alliance school at Hamadan sent to 
the British official the dossier of the young Jew who had been arrested on a 
false accusation, as reported at the time in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, The 
French Minister has addressed the Persian Foreign Minister on the subject, 


and has stated that he will continue to follow the course of events with the 
utinost solicitude, 


The Report of the Russian Rabbinical Conference. 


The Committee appointed by the Rabbinical Conference has completed 
its report, which will shortly be submitted to the Government. 


It consists 
of a hundred-and-four paves. 


The work of the gathering is described in a 
most impartial spirit, although Advocate Sliosberg, who was chiefly con- 
cerned with the drawing up of the report, was one of the strongest party 
leaders at the Conference. The document insists on permitting the Jews to 
elect their Rabbis, who are only communal leaders, but not spiritual chiefs, 
as the term is.understood amongst other religious sects. The report also 
‘iphasises the fact that the Communal Organisation outlined in it will 
occupy itself with religious and charitable matters, as it is impossible to 
sepirate the latter from the former in the Jewish faith. It further

The Board te 
said, had a surplus, on the Ist of January, of £5,893 which was practically the 
unspent balance of the Jubilee Commemoration Fund. The income received 
from the beginning of the year amounted to £10,139, making a total, inc!nding 
the balanee referred to, of £16,055. Rehef and administrative expenses 
amounted to £15,007, thus leaving a surplus in hand of only £975 on the Ist July. 
Commenting on these figures, Mr. Franklin said that assuming tha! the 
income and expenditure for the next six months of 1910 would be norinal, 
the Board would have to face a deficit at the end of the year of between 
£3,000 and £4,000. 

~The CHAIRMAN felt sure that the members of the Board and the com- 
munity would take note of the statement of the Treasurer. Evidently the 
Board would soon revert to the periods of deficits which caused so !nuch 
anxiety in 1906 and 1907. Since that latter year by the appropriation of £1! ,:0 
from legacy funds, the collection which resulted from the special meeting 
held in 1907, and the jubilee collection of 1908-9, the Board had enjoyed 
comparative financial ease. Full advantage had been taken of that case to 


improve the administration in every department,and to give more etficay ous

He hoped that one result of the meeting would be to 
facilitate the passing through Parliament of the Criminal Law Amendment 
White Slave Traftie Bill. |

SOME ASPECTS OF JUDAISM. | 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—All this controversy anent the authenticity of the Sacred Writings 
will, | fear, have a disparaging etleet on Judaism and Christianity. Ido not 
think it wise or politie to widen the differences between the two systems. [ 
think we should rather try to reconcile, not: to accentuate the dividing lines 
of the two Faiths. The pity isthat the stronghold of Judaism should be 
attacked by those within the camp. Ido not question their sincerity, and I 
am sure they are actuated by the highest principles of honesty and integrity. 
None the less, the blows fall heavy and we, * the hard-shelled Jews,” in the 
elegant phraseology of the late Professor Goldwin Smith, have to backie on 
our armour to ward otf the heavy blows. .And we have to ask ourselves, is 
Judaism, as a system, inferior in its teachings to any of the other recognized 
systems of the world? Does not Judaism demand of us to be good citizens 
and loval subjects, to pray for and defend with our life, the peace of the 
country in Which we are born or located ? Are we not strongly enjoined to 
keep aloof from all revolutionary movements detrimental to the State? On 
this particular question are we any less emphatic than our Christian neigh- 
bours 2? Does not Judaism further teach the purest public and private 
Virtues and the most exalted humanity 

|! maintain that all that is holiest and ideal in life js the immediate 
and logical outcome of our faith. Is Judaism narrow in its conceptions ? 
Do we lay exclusive claim to all the good things from ahove for ourselves ” 
Have we ever advocated such dogma as a tribal god? Was it not one of 
our prophets who declared that .we have only one Father and that one God 
has created us all? And did not the Psalmist exclaim “ that the Lord is 
good to all and that His mercies extend to all His creatures’’? What is the 
essence of the Jewish teaching of the Messiah ? Are the benefits of the 
Messianic period to be reserved exclusively for the chosen race ? 
Nothing of the kind. As far as we understand, it is ‘to be essentially 
a world-embracing period, a golden age, not for Jews alone, but 
for the entire human race. And it is in this belief that we Jews, in 
spite of the terrible persecutions, insults and indignities we have had to 
endure during the many ages, have never nursed any enmity or even preju- 
dice against other religions, and least of all against Christians, but have 
respected their conscientious convictions and admired them for their 
staunch adherence to their faith. Was it not Judaism that first taught 
“love thy neighbour as thyself,’ and was it not the mild and gentle Hillel 
who crowned this teaching by his beautiful words “do not unto others as 
you would others should not do to you.” “Here is,’ said the Rabbi to the 
heathen who desired to be converted, “tbe gist of- our religion, the rest is 
but commentary.” And so we are taught by Judaism that there is but one 
heaven hereafter to all born in the image and likeness of God, to whom 
alone we are responsible for our conduct here on earth. And this is the 
belief of many educated and liberal Christians who admit that Christianity 
stripped of its outer covering of myth and superstitious aceretions of a 
former age, is nothing more or less than pure Judaism. Do we suggest that 
the Decalogue was given only for the benefit of Israel? Surely not. Why, 
asks the Midrash, was the Decalogue given in the wilderness, and not in the 
Holy Land? And the answer is, because, like the wilderness, free and open 
to all, so Judaism should be open to all men and not limited to Jews alone. 
Why is Judaism worthy of being perpetuated ? asks the Midrash again. 
And the answer I would strongly recommend for earnest consideration 
by those who would undervalue the great worth of Judaism is: Because, as 
the religion of the future, it is to convert all men to its teaching 
and therefore it must survive all persecution. The Messianic period may 


_be delayed, but we feel sure of its advent, and at that exalted period, we 


firmly believe that all men, of whatever creed or clime, will acknowledge the 
One God, the Universal Father. 

On the score of charity, | think we may justly claim that we are riven 
that way par excellence. We look after our poor, with the result that there 
is not that squalor and wretchedness amongst our poor as one will observe in 
the corresponding poor of our non-Jewish neighbours. Our best men and 
women devote themselves to the amelioration of the condition of the poor. 
And I speak with some authority on this subject. Here in Manchester, with 
its teeming Jewish population, there is naturally much suffering and hard- 
ships amongst us, and to cope with this, we have our numerous. charities 
administered by lovin hands and tender hearts, that our poor shall not be 
dragged down to the lowest depths of misery and want. And what applies 
to Manchester, applies equally to every town where there is a nucleus ofa 
Jewish Congregation. I do not speak of the Metropolis, cela va sans dire. 
And just one word before concluding. Did not Judaism enjoin the strictest 
honesty and integrity in regard to all commercial relations—that we should 


pay the most punctilious regard to truth and to be particularly cant... , 
our dealings with those not of our Faith ? 2:

To meet the wishes of thesmany hundreds) of persons wo 
unsuecessfully sought admission to the Great Assembly Hal! on 
Tuesday week, another recital by Chazan Sirota was arringed 
for Sunday afternoon, the local on that occasion being the 
Olympia Musie Hall, Shoreditch.

: Mr. GEORGE R. SIMS. 


Few men know their London so well as “ Dagonet,” who has wandered 
up and down its highways and byeways, observing and describing the 
| foibles and fashions, the deeds and misdeeds, 
the blots and beauties of modern Babylon. 
The East End has always fascinated him, and 
he has looked with a consistently friendly, if 
sometimes critical, eye upon the growth of 
the great Jewish population that, driven 
before the lash of the persecutor, has found a 
home in the Eastern quarter of the greatest 
city of refuge in the world. Mr. Sims knows 
the seamy side of London life, perhaps, 
better than any other, and not even the 
heads of our splendid police force can rival 
his knowledge of the undercurrents of 
‘“ Living London.” One sad aspect he dealt 
with in the course of an interview with a 
representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Increase of Moral Crimes. 

In reply to our representative's enquiry, 
Mr. Sims said that while crimes of violence 
had- decreased as the result of the Jewish 
influx, he regretted to say that. moral 
crimes had largely increased. “ Ever since the 
South African War,” he said, “there has been an alarming growth in the 
number of girls engaged in immoral courses, and of men who live upon their 
-arnings.” 

What had the war to do with it ? 

“TT eannot sav, unless it be that South Africa harboured a great many 
of these people, whe left during the war and have since found a home in 
London.” 

Are Jews taking a disproportionate part in the tratlic, or is it that greater 
prominence is given to Jewish participation ? | 

“| think Jews are taking too large a share, but I do not for a moment 
suggest thatthere are not large numbers of others engaged in the traflic. 1 
think that the Jews, by their business aptitude, are mach cleverer and more 
invenious in carrying .on the nefarious trade.”

Growth of the Syndicate. 


Mr. Sims thought that the most disquieting aspect of the evil was the 
enormous power now wielded by the international syndicate carrying on the

men Who live on the fruits of women’s shame, and this evil is growing. It 
now a huge industry with various ramifications.” 

In what does the power of the syndicate consist ? 

‘In the ease with which it secures recruits and evades the law, and in 
the protection which.it is able to extend to those within its toils. Tf you ga 
to any of the West End Police Courts vou will notice the rapidity with which 
bail is forthcoming for women charved with immoral offences. Frequently. 
When a girlis taken to the police-stution at night. a foreigner calls within 
a few minutes to mike enquiries as to bailing out. This shows that the 
women while plying their trade are watched by men interested in the trattic.

Mr. Sims pointed out that the problem of securing conviction of living 
on immoral earnings was complicated by the fact that the offenders generally 
had some other occupation— mostly auxiliary to the trattic, such as dealing 
in jewellery and providing outfits for the women sent on the streets. It 
was difficult to prove the source of a man’s income if he had some levitimate 
occupation as a cloak to his nefarious courses. 


House Property Evils. 

Mr. Sims deplored the fact that it was still so easy for house property 
to be let to persons of ill-fame.. He added that unfortunately some 
Jewish house-owners were noturious offenders. “One of the causes.” he 
said, * which have contributed to the growth of the power of the bullies is 
the tact that owners of a certain ¢lass of property will not let flats to women 
for fear. of prosecution, and. the result is that they have recourse to 
fictitious * husbands’ who are accepted as tenants. These men make the 
task of the police extremely diflicult. The D'Angely case is a notorious 
instance. It is a comparatively easy task to reclaim women who are, so 
to speak, independent, but, as I have shown, it is a matter of supreme diffi- 
culty to win back women who have fallen into the hands ‘of men traffickers.”

JEWISH CULTURE (tN AMERICA, 

Mr. Cyrus L. SULZBERGER read a paper on “Jewish Culture in America.” 
In the course of his remarks, Mr. Sulzberger said that conditions for which 
American Jews were in no way responsible and of which they were in. part 
the victims and in part the beneficiaries, had within the past quarter of a 
century wrought a complete revolution in Jewish life in America, Those 
conditions, the genesis of Which was in the ipfamy of Russia, had changed a 
population of 250,000 Jews to one approximating two million overwhelmingly 
of East European origin. .The change had been no less striking in other re- 
spects. Toa considerable degree their older community had had the mis- 
fortune of being successful, and 

NOTHING FAILED LIKE SUCCESS. 

Materialism was the handmaid of prosperity. When Jeshurun waxed fat he 
kicked, but the modern man ceased kicking when he waxed fat. The most 
striking attribute of the new immigrants was their eagerness—even their 
rapacity——for higher education, Their colleges and universities bore Jewish 
names on their registers in tremendous disproportion to the Jewish population. 
By leaps and bounds the number of Jewish professional men was growing 
annually, so that one was disposed to wonder whether there were as many 
litigants as lawyers, 18 many patients as doctors, as many buildings as archi- 
tects, or even as many teeth as dentists. They had in the United States 
several institutions contributing their fall quota towards the development 
of the Jewish mind. To sum up the situation, the influx of so great a body of 
Jews had served to create a Jewish renaissance in America, to some extent 
religious and to a considerable extent cultural. They were now forming a 
saving remnant large enough in number and powerful enough in thought to 
prove a valuable and constructive force in the regeneration of Jewish senti- 
ment in America. . 7 

In the course of the discussion that followed, Mr. ISRAEL ALRAHAMS said 
that it was pleasing to have a man of sound judgment tell them the truth of 
their much decried present. In reading the literature of many centuries, 


he found one Jewish note running throughout it, and that, was that each 


generation deplored the present state and looked back to the good old times 
of their fathers. There was a Jewish culture independent of every Jewish 
movement in their midst, and the Jewish culture of America had. been 
founded by men not necessarily Nationalist. Moses Mendelsohn was one 
of the founders of Jewish culture, and was not a Nationalist, but a Cos- 
mopolitan. There was something greater than any Jewish movement, and 
that was Judaism itself. : 

The discussion was continued by the Rev. H. S. LEWIS, who said every- 
body had a pride in the past, and that created a necessity for a study of the 
past. The increased interest in Jewish literature had been connected with 
the rise and influence of Zionism. : 

Others who participated in the discussion were Dr. REDCLIFFE SALAMAN, 
the Rev. Dr. SrRAUss, and Mr. I. CARMEL. 

The CHAIRMAN spoke of the important part that had been taken in 
American Jewry by Mr. Sulzberger and. his family. Mr. Sulzberger might 
be aman of the West, but his heart was entirely Eastern. Not only was he 
President of the United Hebrew Charities, but also of the American Hebrew. 

The Rev. Dr. STRAUSS (Bradford) read a paper on * Woman’s Position in 
Jewry. The lecturer dwelt on the creation of woman, marriage, polygamy, 
divorce, family education, society, public life, learning and the rights of

The Rev. Dr. H. PEREIRA MENDES, of New York, in proposing the * Union 
of Jewish Literary Societies,” said he appreciated very highly the compli- 
ment of being asked to propose that toast.

He, however, saw a 
great number of old friends. It was in Manchester that he began his career 
aS a minister when thirty-six years ago he was connected with the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue. He referred to the literary gatherings 
forty years ago when the Society of Hebrew Literature was first 
started. Numa Hartog was the first Hon. Secretary, and he himself had 
suceeded him. He was deeply interested in everything that affected English

Literature was the incarnation of inspiration. They heard much of the

and they were Keverence, Righteousness and Responsibility. It was not 
sufficient to study Jewish literature just for the sake of studying, 
but to endeavour to make them better men and women. Their main 
object in studying Jewish literature should be to find God therein. 
He had read their annual report, and read the titles of papers, and 
thought they were splendid, and that the Union was doing excellent work. 
The cultivation of Jewish literature would result ina ready response by the 
ministers, who would not only keep abreast but ahead, and there would then 
follow a greater scholarship among the clergy. Scholarship was the mark of 
the aristocracy of the Jewish race; it was the salvation of Judaism. He 
wished to see every pulpit filled by mén who were aristocrats in Hebrew 
learning. He knew of the advanced movement here, and they had the same 
in America, and he wished to consult upon the present spiritual conditions 
with his old friends Dr. Adler and Dr. Gaster, to see if anything could be 
done to make things better. Israel could not teach unless Israel had know- 
ledge, and the only source of Israel’s wisdom was the Torah. They should 
know the meaning of the Bible from cover to cover, and then they would be 
in @ position to teach the world.

Mr. Abrahams’ Reply. | 

Mr. ABRAHAMS, in reply, said that he wondered that some of their critics 
in the Press had ridiculed them as a Union of diners. What time could be 
fitter for talking of Jewish literature than after dinner? “If there is no 
meal there is no Torah,” said the Mishnah; and it was not when a mai was 
hungry, but when he was full, that they could protitably speak to him on the 
text * Man doth not live by bread alone.” In the few minutes at his dis- 
posal, he could not adequately speak of Jewish literature. When the 
journalist Dickens had to write in Chinese metaphysics, he looked up China 
and he looked up metaphysics, and “ combined the information.” Serious!y, if 
they looked up Judaism, and looked up literature and “ combined the infor):a- 
tion,’ they got a fair idea of what Jewish literature was. It was, in short, 
literature made Jewish—philo Hellenised Hebraism. If they could Hebraise 
Hellenism, they would have solved the question better. There was a danger 
indeed lest they identified Jewish literature with technical scholarship. The 
latter was the absolutely indispensable laboratory work of literature, but it 
was not the finished product, and there was something greater in Jewish 
literature than mere philology or archeology, or even history. He objected 
strenuously to the idea that they wanted more scholarship in the pulpit. They 
wanted ascholar in the pulpit, not scholarship. The pulpit had to bring Judaisin 
to the masses; it had to present ideas in a form which the masses could 
assimilate. The greater the scholar, the more would he be able to do this, 
for he would not attempt to force too much technical learning on those who 
came to learn, as simple men and women, how to live righteous lives in sowe 
sort of communion with the highest ideals of Judaism. He could not assent 
to the view that Reform and ignorance were to be fairly associated. With 
regard, at least, to the Jewish Religious Union, it was eminently a lib ra! 
movement directed and inspired by Jewish scholars. And he would )ass 
away from contentious points, and say that though the audience had the ri /ht 
to demand something in the way of mercy and simplicity from the schol: r, 
of course the scholar also had the right to demand something from /\'5 
audience. Readers had a duty as well as writers. A man once said to !1i!): 
* Why can’t you write books that I can read?” He answered: *“ Why cant 
you read books that [can write?” A writer without readers might just .s 
well content himself with thinking his thoughts. Mr. Abrahams conclude! 
a urging his audience to cultivate the reading of good Jewish books, ani to 
place them in the hands of Jewish children.

Hamath did not lie on the Orontes at all, but was the ancient capital of 
Calilee, at the hammuth or hot springs south of Tiberias. Most, however, con- 
tinue to hold that Hamath was much further north, except that Protessor 
Haupt’s view does help us to understand how, in Numbers xxxiv., Il, the 
eastern border of Canaan is described in these terms: “ And the border 
shall go down from Shepham to Riblah,” which requires @ Riblah in the East.

The Zionist Situation in England:- 
Next Sunday's Conference. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir.—With all my appreciation of your desire to deal fairly with Zionism 
as aJdewish cause, | must’ask you to permit me to say that the two Notes on 
the Zionist situation in your last issue do not quite do justice to the subject. 

There is no need for any pessimism in regard to the general situation of 
the Zionist movement. Here we have-an organisation, built on the broadest 
demoeratie lines, calling incessantly for the devotion. and sacrifice of its 
adherents and offering them nothing in return except an ideal—and this vol- 
untary organisation, embracing the most diverse groups of the world-wide 


_ Jewish dispersion, maintains itself in increasing strength, in spite of all the 


disturbances within and without. This is, [think,a sabject that should re- 
joice the heart of every patriotie Jew, and afford the most gratifying evidence 
that even in this niuterialistic age the old idealism of our people is) not 
dead, but liveth. 

But when | turn to your despairing remarks about the Zionist situation 
in England, my enthusiasm is quite damped... Alas, for the good name. ot 
the English Jew. In the movement which, by the genius of a Herzl, has 
rallied the forces of our people in all parts of the world into one homo- 
geneous whole, we find that only in this country, the land of constitu- 
tional government par excellence, the Zionist body has been broken up, and 
is now to be dissolved. Well might the enemy herald this as the beginning 
of the welcome end! . 

At lust we shall have peace in the Zionist camp—faute de combattants, 
The English Zionist Federation is to be dissolved next Sunday, and there 
will be no further cause for trouble. It will be a victory for somebody, but 
not for Zionism. 3 

Now, it appears that the English Zionist Federation will not be dissolved 
because the present Executive are out of harmony with one another; the 
Executive will not resign because they are out of sympathy with their 
constituents. Not, as was evident at the annual Conference only six months 
ago, there is no line of cleavage, no bitter fecling, within the English Zionist 
Federation. If the English Zionist Federation be dissolved, it will be largely 
because of circumstances from without, though, I am extremely sorry to say, 
not without the Zionist body. | : 

To the general public, the division in the Zionist ranks may bea matter 
for bewildered surprise and amusement, and I am afraid that it would not 
be possible to obtain any satisfactory or edifying explanation of the ques- 
tion at issue were we to apply for enlightenment to the Zionists themselves. 
1 have too much regard for the fair name of Zionism to go at. length into the 
causes that have brought us so low. Certainly, | have no desire to impugn 
the sincerity and value of the Zionist endeavours of the members of the Order 
of Ancient Maccab:eans, while it must be presumptuous for me ever to praise 
their Grand Commander, Mr. Herbert Bentwich, whose zealous Zionist work 
for many years has been, if not above all praise, such as to entitle it to our 
grateful recognition.

Let them bear in mind the fact that not in the whole 
history of Zionism has such a fatal blow, as they contemplate, been given to 
it from within, and so much more inexcusable will be their action if, from 
whatsoever cause, this blowisgiven not by circumstances beyond theircontrol, 


but by their own deliberate resolution. I cannot even — think 
that the mere question of money will be one of the valid reasons ; 


the maintenance. of the English Zionist Federation would hardly ex eed 
the salary of a Chazan in a decent Chevra, and feel sure tliat the 
patriotism and generosity of those who stand at the head of Zionist affairs 
in this country will not allowthe lasting disgrace involved in the disso|ution 
of the English Zionist Federation to be committed on that ground, — but ins 
return for what we may expect of the leaders, we, their comrades i) the 
cause of our people and of its land, must give them our loyal and unstinted 
support. On this depends whether, indeed, our hope is not yet lost.
